Wyoming and Connecticut shared tttc 
worst record, cacti with 77 percent of 
vehicles exceeding tlie limit, it said.' 
Missouri had 74 percent, Maine 71 percent 
and Texas 70 percent.

' vehicles excecdiriR 55, 

At the same time, the report said, hlgli- 
way deaths Increased from 40,011 In 1975 to 
■16,820 in 1976. the first Increase since the 
55-mpti limit was enacted. 

Carter sent a tclcRrnm to 22 governors 
whose slates had GO percent or more traffic 
over the limit, expressing' concern alx)ut 
tlietrend. ,,.

The wcek'long talks will be the first in a scries of 
meetings that officials hope will eventually produce 
an agreement placing mutual restrictions on the 
ability of the two superpowers to supply weapons to 
nations In (hcThird World. The administration is said 
to place great Importance on the talks, (or without a 
Soviet-American-' understanding on arms transfer, 
officials believe II will be difficult 'for the United 
States and oUier Western nations to exercise 
restraint In arms transfers. 

Tlic purpose of tlie December meeting,, officials 
said. Is to provide Soviet negotiators with a detalFed 
explanatton-Of President Carter's new arms policy 
and to present them with a variety of ideas of how (he

Since that time, another no cases have been 
reported In other states around the country, killing 34 
victims. 

Dr. Parkins said, "There are a number of possible 
sources of (he organism that we have been 
.Questioning people about. One (hat frequently occurs 
Is an association between the organism and soil. 

"Many of these people have gardens, or the road n 
front of their homes was torn up. Frequently there 
■were excavations hi Vie proximity to the victim's 
home." 

Scientists, In their search for the cause of the 
Illness, said they discovered that the disease is not a 
new one. and has killed an untold number of people" 
over (he years. " •

"Thanksgiving day, a holiday the traditions of 
which Were laid down way back by the first settlers In 
the new world, was mirthless In the United Stales,"

"Like In all the past years. Incidentally, ncliher 
colorfully decorated shop windows. nor,llie pic- 
turesque processions were ahlo to dispel (he 
Americans' pessimistic mood." 

To back up Ks cfafm. Tass reviewed recent Harris 
polls it said "ar'c Indicative of the American's bitter .
